The m anner of construction of the 
hosiery itself is left entirely to 
each hosiery m anufacturer.

You will then be more likely to 
find the particular details to which 
you are accustomed, and 
which 
suit your personal needs. R egard­ 
less of brand names, one stocking 
of each pair is m arked “M ade of 
D uPont nylon.” 
Footsize. 
Choose the size 
you 
custom arily buy. 
R em em ber that 
most people usually buy too short 
a size. 
The nylon foot will not 
stretch out of shape readily. 
Leg lengths are mostly stand­ 
ard at present, w ith short and long 
lengths available in only a 
few 
brands. 
Colors are very attractive, and 
varied to ; uit the 
discriminating. 
Since nylon looks different 
over 
the skin, try the colors over your 
hand to see the effect. 
Twist at present is all one-w ay, 
and in the single thread. 
Ringless attachm ents have long 
been used on hosiery machines, to 
reduce the effect of variation

A nylon 30 will correspond 
in weight to a 2-thread silk hose, 
a nylon 40 to a 3-thread. 
L ater 
other weights will be added. 
Seams are now all sewed -with 
nylon thread. 
You will note how 
very narrow and closely stitched 
they look. 
L ater you will be fav­ 
orably impressed with the strength 
of these seams, especially you who 
suffer habitually from seams open­ 
ing w here the shoe rubs at 
the 
heel. 
Reinforcem ents in the foot are 
now all made with nylon thread, 
too. Because of the m arked ability 
of nylon to resist 
rubbing, 
the 
sheer p art of the foot can stand up 
well under chafing from 
m ove­ 
m ent of the shoe during walking. 
Thus the size of the reinforcem ents 
can be cut down to the m inim um . 
You will notice that some nylon 
hose have narrow soles; short toe 
caps; narrow , slender, short heels. 
This results in an attractive stock­ 
ing foot, which enhances a low-cut 
shoe.

gives 
astonishing 
w ea r—a 
boon to those whose foot peculiar­ 
ities often w ear through reinforce­ 
ments on stockings rather q uick­ 
ly. 
When putting on nylon hosiery, 
take time to use

rolling

dow n to the toetip. 
Then draw it 
on over the foot, unrolling with the 
fingertips as 
you 
go. 
As 
it

smoothed over the ankle and calf, 
place the seam correctly. 
Fasten 
the front garter while you are still 
seated. 
Fasten all garters in the 
welt portion of hem, never m tire 
leg fabric. 
Laundering. Since nylon absorbs 
little moisture, soil washes off, not 
out ol the fabric. 
Soaking is u n ­ 
necessary, since washing is so easy. 
Squeeze gently in lukew arm suds, 
rinse in lukewarm water. 
Hang 
over a smooth rod to 
dry. 
You 
will see that these stockings will 
dry very fast— in fact they appear 
to be wet only on the surface. 
In 
about a half an houi they will be 
completely dry. 
F urtherm ore, 
if 
you have taken care to hang them 
neatly, they 
will 
resume 
their 
original shape. 
There is no tw ist­ 
ing of the seam around 
the 
leg 
length while drying. Do not iron, 
and do not place to dry on a hot 
surface, such as a radiator. 


Serviceability will depend to a 
great deal on how you treat nylon 
hose. 
R em em ber they are 
made 
the same w ay as other stockings, 
and are subject to the same acci­ 
dents during wear. 
Snags 
from 
rough nails, rough surfaces, 
and 
careless handling will result in the 
usual runs. 
We can m ake no p re­ 
diction, therefore, as to how long 
a single pair will wear. 
We can 
report, how ever, that none of the 
pairs we w ore ever developed a 
hole due to 
abrasion; 
the 
final 
failure, even after several weeks, 
w as always due to a snag or cut. 
This is in itself rem arkable. 
Mending, if any, can be

ITo Nearly 9Vi Cents 


New M adrid County cotton far­ 
m ers who produce middling cotton 
of 15-16 staple length, m ay place 
their 1940 crop under governm ent 
loan at $9.46 per hundred weight, 
j County Agent Paul H. Teal a n ­ 
nounced this week. 
Loans will be 
available until May 1, 1941. 
i 
Loan rates for all eligible grades 
and staples have been established 
by the Commodity Credit C orpora­ 
tion. 
They are on a net-w eight 
basis, which m akes them average 
40 points over commercial quota­ 
tions. 
Prem ium s 
and 
discounts 
vary with each grade and staple 
length. 
For exam ple, the rate on m id­ 
dling seven-eights inch cotton is 
one-fourth of a cent less than for 
15-16 inch middling, on which the 
: loan rate is based, while one-inch 
cotton of the same grade will bring 
one-fourth of a cent more. M id­ 
dling I 18 inch cotton is one and a 
half cents above the basic rate. 
In the same manner, strict m id ­ 
dling cotton in the m edium staple 
lengths will bring 
one-fourth 
to 
one-third of a cent m ore than m id ­ 
dling cotton, while strict low m id ­ 
dling of the same staple 
is 
dis­ 
counted about tw o-thirds of a cent 
per pound. 
All cotton subm itted for the loan 
m ust be classed by a 
Board 
of 
Cotton Exam iners of the 
United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
whose decision will be final. 
Cot­ 
ton produced in this county will 
be sent to the office of the A gri­ 
cultural M arketing Service in a 
town not yet selected 
definitely 
for classing. 
To obtain a loan a 
farm er delivers his cotton to a 
warehouse which has 
been 
a p ­ 
proved for handling loan cotton. 
The w arehousem an sends samples 
to the classing office, and, upon re­ 
ceipt of their report, inserts in the 
loan forms the grades and staples 
oi the cotton. 
T he farm er 
then 
takes his loan forms and his w a re ­ 
house receipts to a bank or other 
lending agency and receives his 
cash advance or botton loan. 
“The G overnm ent has establish­ 
ed a large num ber 
of 
additional 
classing offices to speed 
up 
the 
work and prevent delay in m aking 
cotton loans to farm ers” , Mr. Teal 
said. 
"W hile the 
new 
requirem ents 
11 r classing oi loan cotton will nec­ 
essarily cause some delay in the 
m aking ot the loan, the benefits to 
be derived from the system 
will 
m ore than offset the inconvenience 
of the delay. 
G row ers will 
re ­ 
ceive a uniform 
classification 
of 
their cotton, done by G overnm ent 
employees who are expert in class­ 
ing cotton. 
The farm er will find 
his cotton class record a valuable 
aid, either in the sale of his cot­ 
ton or in the sale of his equity in 
the cotton.”

The discussion of the conscrip­ 
tion bill goes on in the Senate af­ 
ter a two week debate which may 
be referred to conservatively as 
warm.

If you ask a teacher how she 
would describe her work, she is 
likely to say she is striving to help 
individuals become socially ad­ 
justed.

Social work does not deal en­ 
tirely with 
relief 
and 
illness. 
Much of it is preventive, as, for 
example, the work done at settle­ 
ment houses and in organizations 
for young people. When 
this is 
taken into account, it does become 
difficult to define the

of 
teachers and social 
workers 
so 
that the difference between the 
two is plainly shown. Perhaps in 
the last analysis there is not much 
difference. , 
Years ago teachers w’ere 
self­ 
-appointed. If a person was inter- 
' ested and knew enough and could 
get a class to teach, he became a 
teacher. Until recently, 
that has 
been the way many people got

started in social work. 
But as public education grew, a 
system of licensing teachers was 
adopted. Generally the license was 
based upon an examination or ex­ 
perience or both. Now social work 
is entering this stage. Social Se­ 
curity and the Employment Com­ 
mission examine and 
“license” 
their own workers. 
In addition some states are now 
beginning to promote 
state-wide 
registration or “licensing” of all 
social workers. In California, for 
example, a State Board conducts 
annual examinations and 
appli­ 
cants must have certain qualifi­ 
cations before they are admitted 
to these examinations. 
Teachers have passed beyond 
this stage, since licenses now are 
generally based upon completion 
of a teacher’s course in an 
ap­ 
proved college. This suggests then 
that the next step for social work­ 
ers may be the granting of state 
certificates upon completion of the 
course of study of an approved 
school of social work.

GOOD HABITS FOR 


THF BABY 


M any people having their first 
experience with tiny babies are 
nmnzod at the large proportion of 
an infant’s time spent in the ele­ 
m entary activities of eating and 
fth'eping Nevertheless, he is at this 
tim e learning habits and attitudes 
th a t influence his reactions and, 
therefore, his health and 
happi­ 
ness in later years when he is an 
adult. 
Therefore, an aim you will 
w an t to keep constantly in mind 
as you care for your young baby is 
to develop in him proper habits in 
these first elem entary activities of 
his that will stand him in 
good 
stead through a lifetime. 
The first essential is regularity. 
A lw ays put the baby in bed at his 
bedtim e. If he cries and you know 
he is suffering no physical discom­ 
fort, let him cry it out. Give the 
baby a definite time for his after­ 
noon and m orning naps, and if he 
does not sleep during this nap per­ 
iod, leave him alone 
and 
quiet. 
This rest is good for his nervous 
system and growdh. 
Leaving him 
alone teaches him that w hen he 
goes to bed he should sleep. 
In like m anner the baby must be 
m ade to understand that feeding 
tim e is the proper tim e for eating 
and no other activity. 
Take him 
into a quite room w here his atten­ 
tion is in no way distracted from 
the im portant business at hand. 
When introducing a new food, 
p n e’s manner should be m atter-of- 
fact and confident, never hurried. 
A lso, of course, one should take 
special precautions to see that the 
new food appears at its best and 
has a good n atural flavor. Watch 
these 
points 
particularly 
w hen 
giving the baby his first experience 
w ith vegetables in the 
form 
of 
strained foods. 
This addition to 
the diet comes at about the age of 
five months, depending upon the 
recom m endation of the doctor. 
If 
you are careful to m ake pleasant 
every situation in which the child 
is offered these foods, he develops 
a liking for the ones that are “good 
fp.r h im ” thgt lasts a lifetime. 
* S tart feeding the strained foods 
by offering the baby only a te a­ 
spoonful or less at one time, th in ­ 
ning it with w ater so it has a con­ 
sistency sim ilar to the foods he is 
used to. Then you m ay rapidly in­ 
crease the size of the servings. 
Be sure 
these 
first 
strained 
foods are as appetizing in color and 
taste as they can be. 
It is a good 
Idea for this reason to 
get 
the 
canned strained foods, which are 
prepared under scientifically con­ 
trolled conditions. 
With a supply 
of these on hand, you can alw ays 
have the baby’s feedings on tim e 
w ith little fuss or bother. 
All you 
need to do is heat them over hot 
water. 
The fourteen different kinds of 
canned strained foods offer an e x ­ 
cellent variety for the child to 
learn to like at this early age. 
S trained carrots and strained spin­ 
ach will probably be the first of 
the vegetable.' 
recom m ended 
by 


the doctor—then strained vegetable 
soup, strained peas, strained green 
beans, 
strained 
m ixed 
gieens, 
strained .asparagus and 
strained 
beets will be added, one at a time. 
The vegetables used in p repar­ 
ing the canned strained foods are 
carefully 
selected 
from 
crops 
i grown from pedigreed seeds, then 
rushed quickly

When the 
doctor 
recommends 
cereal for the baby's diet, you will 
find a canned strained one already 
prepnred for him, which is a n u tri­ 
tious m ixture of w heat hearts, fa­ 
rina, whole w heat and oats. About 
the tim e W’ h e n the strained vege­ 
tables come into the picture, strain­ 
ed fruits also may be suggested by 
the doctor. 
Then it is, you will 
be glad for the canned 
strained 
fresh apricots so rich in vitamins 
to which apple sauce has been add­ 
ed, reducing the tartness 
of 
the 
fruit. Also, canned strained prunes 
prepared with a little lemon juice 
added will teach your child to en­ 
joy this valuable fruit. And baby’s 
first m eat food might well be the 
convenient canned 
strained 
beef 
and liver soup. 
With so large a variety of good 
food desires impressed upon your 
child at this early age, you will 
have very 
little trouble getting 
him to eat correctly during the re­ 
m ainder of his childhood. But he 
sure to be regular wfith his meals. 
If he seems to desire food between 
feeding hours, give him cool boil­ 
ed water. 
If he is asleep at feed­ 
ing time, he m ust be awakened 
and offered his food. 
Then, if he 
does not want«to eat at some time, 
do not force him, but watt until 
the next regular

time, 
w hen he will, no doubt, be

hungry
